NOTES ON THE COBB FAMILY OF FALMOUTH, MAINE 
and the allied families of 
SCOTT, WOODWARD AND PAINE 
Compiled by Dr. Olive M. Searle of Ann Arbor, Michigan

Part III 
Who was Reliance (Paine) Cobb? 


"4A History of the Cobb Family" states: "Jedediah 5 Cobb (Ebenezer 4, Samuel 3, 
Jonathan 2, Henry 1), be. Auge 8, 1742, (at Falmouth, Me.), me (1) Feb. 7, 1765, 
Reliance Paine". This marriage is also listed among those from the diary of the Réve 
Dr. Deane. But in noither case is there any clue to the identity of tho parents of 
Relaino Paine. From her obituary notice in tho "Eastern Herald and Gazotto of 
Maine" (Portland) of May 4, 1801, 

"Died.s=- At Gorham 20th ult. Mrs. Roliance Cobb, wifo of Mre 
Jedediah Cobb of that town, aged 56", 
we learn that sho was born about 1745, 

That thore was at loast ono Paino family living in Falmouth eat thet period is 
indicated by a group of Paine marriago rocords collected from a manuscript ontitled 
"Portlend Records" in the N. E. Historic Gonoslogical Library @ ), tho printod ro- 
cords of tho First Church at Falmouth (b), and other published rocords of Falmouth(c):

Thoms, his wife, for Fivo pounds Six shills. paid by Jonathan Psino of Falmouth, 
housewright, convey to Jonathan Paino and A. Lewoll (doubtless the fathor of abnor 
Lowell who leter marriod Morcy Pcine) 2 smell lot of land in Falmouth Nock. (York 
Dovds, 30:367).- By anothor dood, of Fob. 12, 1760, Jonathan Paino of Falmouth, 
Housuwright, for "Ono Hundred pounds lawful money prid by Ebonezer Mayoof Falmouth 
convoys to Ee Me one quartor of an acre in Falmouth together with tho buildings 
thereon standing", "boing tho same lot which I purchssod of Josoph Thoms and Mery 
his wife « « « » and Marcy my wifo (In tokon of hor froo consent . . « ) havo hero- 
unto sut cur hands and Seals". (York Deods, 34:80). Here wo have evidence thet 
Jonathan and Mercy (Doane) Paine wore living in Falmouth es lote os Feb. 12, 1760.

In tho "History of Gorham, Mo", by McLellan, pe 703, is this information of a

"Thomas Paine was probably 2 son of Jonathan Paine, who was a descendant of 

Thomas and Mary (Snow) Paine, of iastham. (This Jonathan Pcine wes drowned at 

Saco in 1762.) Thomes Pcino marriod in Portland, Doc. 6, 1781, Anne Haskell 

of Gorham . e e Thomas Paine was a soldicr in tho Rovolution. Ho was living 

in Pownall in 1840, at tho age of 84." 

If ha was 84 in 1840, Thomes Paino was born about 1755, and could be the Thomas, son 
of Jonathan, baptized in 1755, in Falmouthe 


Apparently no complete list of the children of Jonathan and Mercy (Doane) Paine 
is known. No will or settlement of his estate has been found. If he met death by 
drowning (No contemporary record has been found to confirm this - which does not 
mean that it may not be true) there may very well not have been any will, and if 
thore was once 4 record of the administration of his estate, it may have been lost 
in one of Portland's fires. In the issue of April 18, 1803, of Jenk's Portland 
Gazette is the followings 

"Diede= At Falmouth Mrs. Marcy Paine, 94. She lived to seo her 17lst child, 

viz. 12 children, 83 grandchildren, 76 greatgrandchildren," 
While there is in this item no intrinsic ovidence that this old lady was Mercy 
(Donne) Paine, she must havo been born about 1709, end been of suitable age to have 
been the wife of Jonathan Paine, born in 1710. (The exact dato of birth of liorcy 
(Doanc) Paine is not known.) Somo search has been mado and no othor Mercy Pr ino 
has boon found who could have been this aged Mercye If this is the widow of Jonse- 
than Peino, it is intcresting to try to make a list of their twelvo children from 
the seven that are kmown and other possibilitios from the marriage records given 
above, assuming that children wero born about overy two yoors as was the case for 
the periods for which we have recordss

If this is correct, she died before 1743, and the Mary, 
married at Falmouth, could have been born later. The 
John He.skell who married Mary Paine was brother of 
Anna Haskell, wife of Thomas Paine.) 

It will be seen that our Reliance "fits" nicely in this fomily. Some weight 
is added to the probability that sho wns tho daughter of Jonathon Paine by a study 
of the names of his brothers and sisters. He was the tenth child in a femily of 
eleven, whose births ranged over a period of twenty-one years, so that the younger 
members of the family must have beon the playmates of Jonathen. These children 
were Phebc, aged about sevon when Jonathen wes born; RELIANCE, sged four; twins, 
Thomas and Mary, two yoars older than Jonathan, and Bxperionce, who was born when he 
was not quite three. Among the known childron of Jonathan wo find Phebe, Experience, 
Mary and Thomese Is it not highly probably that he also named a daughter for his 
sister Reliance? 


"The History of the Cobb Family “ seys nothing of the residence of Jedidiah 
and Reliance (Prine) Cobb in Gorham, except to quote tho marriage records of their 
younger daughters, in which thoy sre “of Gorham". An interesting account is found 
in McLollan's “History of Gorham" and from this we loarn that ho was first taxaj in 
Gorham in 1780. This author also says that Jedidich died in Gorham, instead of 
Falmouth, as stated by Cobbe 


& study of Cumberland Deeds furnishes evidence of a long association of 
Thomas Paine of Falmouth and Gorham, probably brother of Reliance (Paine) Cobb, with 
her husband Jedidiah Cobb, and his family.

It will be noted that Thomas Paine of Gorham was a housewright as was Jonathan 





of Falmouth. However, if Jonathan died in 1762, his son Thomas would have been 
about seven years old and could not have learned his trade from his father. When 
Joedidiah Cobb married Reliance Paine in 1765, Thomes would have been about ten yoars 
olde Is it not possible that he was apprenticed to Jedidich Cobb, housewright? We 
know that the Rove Mre Doane employed Jodidiah Cobb to work on tho housc that he 
built at Gorham. Perhaps Thomas Paine was his helper and thero not Anna Haskell, a 
Gorham girl, whom he marricd soon aftor Jedidiah Cobb wont to Gorham to livee 
From Cumberland Deeds we learn that another of Jonathan Psine's children, 
Mercy (Paine) Lowell, and hor husband made their home in Gorham for some yerrse

Could it be that Morcy (Paine) Lowell wishod to live in Gorham to be near hor 
sister, Reliance (Paine) Cobb, and moved back to Yortland after her sister's death, 
selling the house to nophow William Cobb? From “Portlend in tho Past" wo loarn that 
Capt. s.bner Lowoll diod in 1825, agcod 87 yoars, and that ho hed oight childrone 


In summary it sooms highly probable that tho Reliance Paine who rmarriod Jedi- 


diah Cobb was the daughtor of Jonathan and Morcy (Doanc) Paino, of Eastham, Masse 
and Falmouth, Mo., for the following roasons: (1) tho Jonathan Paine family lived 
at Falmouth at that poriod, and no evidonco has been found of any other Paino femily 
there at that timo; (2) thoro woro almost cortainly twolve childron in this family 
although wo know tho namos of only sovon; (3) the birthdate of our Reliance "fits" 
into a gap of eight years in tho birth records of the family; (4) Jonathan Paino 
had & sister Roliance close to him in age and ho named four of his knowm childron 
for his siblings; (5) two of the known children of Jonathan lived for somo yoars at 
Gornam, Mo., as did Jodidiah and Reliance (Painc) Cobb, and woro associated with 
Jedidich Cobb, his brothor, Smith Woodward Cobb, and his son, william Cobb, in 
soveral doodse 

If this relationship could be ostablished, the numcrous descendants of 
Reliance(Paine) Cobb would also be descendants of Kldor William Browstor and of 
Stophon Hopkins. fhis material is published in the hope that somo rvador may be 
able to add tho ono convincing facte 

Thore is another Rolianco Paine who might bo considcred as a possible candi- 
dato for idontificetion os the wifo of Jodidiah Cobb = Rolianco Paino, daughtor of 
"Elkanna" and Reliance Paine, born in Truro, Mass., -= 19th, 1739, (Truro Vital 
Records). She is mentioned in her father's will, dated 12 Nov. 1773, probated 28 
June 1774, but not as the wife of Jedidiah Cobb, although his marricge occurred 
several years before the will was made. She was about three years older than Jedi- 


diah. Nothing is known to connect the family of Elkanah Paine with Falmouth or 
Gorham, Maines

The following items recently received do not add anything to the evidence of the 
identity of Reliance Paine; but they may prove useful to some one interested in 
other Paine marriagese See the record of Paine marriages in Falmouth, above.
